WasuincTon, D. C., Aug. 50.—The Presi- 
dent is no better and he js no worse. Ile re- 
mains upon the dead level, where one of his 
physicians said: to-night that tiiey hoped he 
would not remain many days. They, of 
course, hope and are confident that, when a 
change does come, it will be for the better, 
but this confidence is not as strong as might 
be desired. The Situation is stül one of un- 
certainty, and there are a few pessimists 
who fear that the prospects are not as good 
for his. recovery as they seem to be. ‘The 
President seldom sleeps much until after 2 
o’clock in the morning, and when the bulle- 
tius state that he had a conifortable nicht, 
they generally mean that froin that hour his 
sleep was comparatively undisturbed until 
daybreak. 

LATE IN THE NIGHT, 
in accordance with the history of the case, 
the pulse increased, and at 7 o'clock, in the 
gi, it stood at 104, 
but fell to 102 at the timé the morning bulle- 
tin was issued. His rest last night was not 
as good as on the preceding night. Immedi- 
ately after the morning dressing the ad- 
ditional incision into the swollen 
giana, determined upon yesterday, was 
made, and a large tablespoonfal of healthy 
pus is said to have been taken from ii. 
AN EXAMINATION OF THE GLAND 

at this time showed that it is perceptibly 
diminished in size, and that its outline is 
now plainly visible. The cells seem to be 
breaking down, and there is less apprehen- 
sion of the necessity of continued incisions 
than there has been. ‘There are now four 
openings into the wound from the outside, 
and a probe inserted in one of these open- 


} ings to-night can nearly communicate with 


‘all of them. The surgeons now have great 
hopes that the danger from this source will 
speedily disappear. The excitement inci- 
dent to the incision this morning caused the 
President’s pulse to rise to 116, which isa 
higher point than has been reached since the 
relapse. Tih.is increase occasioned consider- 
able alarm outside of the White House, al- 
— the physicians appeared to attach no 
iportance to it. So much eoncern did it 
give some members of the Cabinet that 
LINCOLN AND HUNT 
immediately proceeded to the White House, 
acknowledging that they felt worried at the 
high figures. They were informed, as every- 
body else was informed, that there were no 
unfavorable indicatigns; that the tempefa- 
ture had not increased; that there was no 
increase of fever; and that the fluctuation 
was entirely attributadje to «he hy, to 
the large discharge of pus which came, and 
to the consequent weakness. Soon after the 
bulletin was issued the pulse again fell to 
110, and at the evening bulletin it had been 
reduced to 109. During the afternoon, how- 
ever, there were fluctuations of the pnise, 
and one of the doctors is reported as saying 
that at one time it reachéd 120, but, 
UNLESS THE SURGEONS ARE MUCH 
CEIVED, 
there is a decided improvement in the huge 
tumor which for so many days has been dis- 
tressing the President, and which has con- 
stituted so alarming a feature in his case. 
Nor are there any indications that the poi- 
soning matter is gathering elsewhere in the 
body. The stories as to the discovery of pus 
in the knee-joints are unfounded. 

FURTIIER KXAMINATIONS OF THE LUNGS, 
too, show that they are as yet healthy, and 
all the other organs are in good condition. 
This afternoon the President did complain 
of a pain in his right side, and raised his 
hand toward his side, for he still has strength 
enough to lift his hands. The attendants 
immediately created friction, and it is re- 
ported that recourse was had to slight ¢up- 
ping, but that report is not verified. At all 
events, relief was given, but the indica- 
tion is one that will doubtless be 
watched for the next day or 
two with much concern. ‘The stomach 
continues to do its work, anf as yet has 
shown no sign of new weakness.

May- 
nard married Julia Gulteau, my father’s 
sister, and their daughter, Abbie, at 
the age of 15 became insane, and 
gradually fell into a state of imbecil- 
ity. She is now 69 years old, and is insane. 
Hers was a mild form of religious insanity. 
She is a cousin to Guiteau. ‘Then there is a 
brother of Guiteau, who isin an insane asy- 
lum: and an ung le, Wilson Guiteau, a broth- 
er of Guiteau’s father, who was also insane. 
In addition to all this Luther Guiteau, our 
father, was insane for many years on relig- 
ious matters, just as the son is.“ 

* Anybody would be satisfied,” Mr. Sco- 
ville said, “if they examined Guiteau, that 
he is an insane man. I feel certain that pe 
will eventually go to the Insane Asylum. 
It we did not believe this to be the case, we 
would not raise a hand to help him.” 

»I have never felt safe,“ said Mrs. Sco- 
ville, * in the last ten years until he was 
locked up. It never ocuurred to me to take 
his part until saw that everybody's hand 
was raised against him. Heiscrazy. There 
never was a Guiteau who went into an in- 
sane asyluw and ever came out aguin.

The Time Belicved to Be Near When 
the Greedy Monopoly in Pennsyl- 
vania Will Fallto Pieces.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—The magnates 

of the anthracite coal interest are between 
two stools. They want to put up the price, 
and yet not cheek consumption. They know 
this cannot be done, so they propose to ar- 
range for further suspensions. ‘This plan 
has worked very successfully this year, and 
the price has been held up higher and more 
firmly than since the War. But, it spite of 
restrictions that have kept the mines idle 
fully two months this year, the production 
to date is over 17,500,000 tons, against 13. 
500,000 tons for the same time 
last year. The biggest output ever known 
was in 1879, when 26,000,000 tons were mined, 
and fully 4,000,000 carried over to the next 
year unconsumed and mos¢ of it unsold. 
The fact that the mines have turned out coal 
at the same rate as in 1879 with a stoppage 
for fully one-third of the time shows con- 
clusively that the trade cannot much longer 
be kept in tight swaddling clothes, and that 
no rise in price, which can be main- 
tained only by a further = curtail- 
ment of production, can be sustained. 
The demand from the West = shows 
a steady and large increase, and the Penn- 
syivania Railroad Company has refused to 
be bound by any agreementto stop mining. 
The compact between the Presidents is now 
only an agreement of straw, which is livea 
up to only from self-interest, and the day is 
rapidly approaching when it will be for the 
interest of other companies than the Penn- 
Sylvania to break loose from it. Just now 
drought is shortening the supply of water in 
the mines so as materially to dimi®h produc- 
tion, —at least the miners report sa—but an 
increased shipment of almost 200,000 tons 
from the Schuylkill region last week does 
not look much like it.

THE SOUTHERN HURRICANE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ATLANTA, Ga, Aug. 50.—Additional par- 
ticulars were received here to-day with ref- 
erenee to the damage done Saturday night 
and Sunday morning by the terrific storm 
that swept over Savannah and vicinity. ‘The 
streets are still blockaded by wrecked resi- 
deiftes and débris of all characters. A large 
force of hands are employed in various vor- 
tions of the city where the damage was gveat- 
est cleaning away fallen trees and all manner 
of obstructions laying in the streets. The 
City Exchange Building, one of the oldest 
and most substantial buildings in the city, 
suffered greatly by the ravages of the wind. 
All telegraph, telephone, and flre-alarm 
wires were blown down. Great damage 
was done to property in hundreds of 
unroofed buildings by water pouring 
in from above, while floods inundated the 
lower stories of héuses in many portions of 
the city, especially that pertion of Savannah 
lying nearest the river. A residence con- 
taining three persons was swept into the 
river, where the occupants met 

DEATH BY DROWNING. 

Engineer Fitzgerald, of the steamer Plant, 
while cutting his vessel loose from the 
wharf, was thrown into the river and 
drowned, All of the shipping was torn from 
its moorings, and vessels of all characters 
were tossed about the swollen stream@ in a 
reckless style, doing much damage. Large 
sailing vessels were as unmanageable in the 
river as though they were at sea without 
crews. An immense amoi™t of dam- 
age was done to life and property 
along the river and on plantations about Sa- 
vannah and that portion of the Georgia coast. 
On Many of these plantations scores of negro 
dwellings, with their unfortunate occupants, 
were swept away, and since the storm noth- 
ing has been heard of the inmates of these 
buildings, which creates general belief that 
many lives have been lost in this way. Hand- 
some and finely equipped rice plantations of a 
few days since are no more, the*area being 
now covered by broad sheets of water. 
Lonaventure Cemetery, located on the river 
a few miles from Savannah, was not negiect- 
ed by the storm, — this 

SACRED HOME OF THE DEAD, 
well known as one of the very handsomest in 
the Union because of the beauty of its grand 
old shade-trees, many of them over ahundred 
years old, suffered greaf damage by the se- 
verity of the storm. Several of the grandest 
old centenarian oaks, were crushed to the 
earth, and considerable havoc plaved among 
the spires and monuments scattered about 
the cemetery. At the several seaside resorts 
in the vicinity of Savannah the ravages of 
the cyclone were very great. All of the 
pleasure yachts and sailing craft belonging 
to residents at these points were swept out 
to sea. Residences, bath-houses, and struct- 
ures of all characters failed to resist the force 
of the wind, and in consequence much loss 
was sustained, It is impossible at present to 
procure anything like a full statement ot the 
names of those whose death was caused by 
THE RAVAGES OF THE TORNADO. 
Sufficient, however, is it to say that the loss 
of life is very great, and that there are many 
wet eyes in Savannah at this moment, caused 
by the drowning or killing of relatives and 
friends. Those who have estimated the dam- 
age done give it as their opinion that 
the losses of property of every 
character could not be replaced with 83.000. 
000, while the loss of life is beyond calcula- 
tion. The death and destruction that was 
caused by the storm is indeed a fearful 
calamity to Savannah, which city was just 
beginping to recover from the effects of the 
yellow-fever epidemic a few years since. 
which nearly depopulated the city. The 
greatest velocity of wind was eighty miles 
per hour during the prevalence of the storm. 
SHIPWRECKED CREWS. 

New York, Aug. 30.— The steamship Hud- 
son, Capt. Freeman, from New Orleans, ar- 
rived to-day. She reports having had heavy 
weather off the east coast of Florida, lasting 
thirty hours. Aug. 28, fell in with the ship 
Sandusky, from Pensacola for Liverpool, 
with lumber, dismasted, waterlogged, and 
stern gone. He took off the crew, who had 
beep seventy~ight hours without food or 
water. The report of Capt. Lowden, of the 
ship Sandusky, is as follows: Left Pensacola 
Aug. 12 for Liverpool. All went well until 
the 4th, when it commenced blowing 
strong; on the 25th the blow con- 
tinued and increased to a heavy gale; 
vessel hove to under main lowér topsail 
aml foretopmast staysail; ship com- 
menced leaking badly; on the th the 
wind increased toa hurricane, and the leak 
gained so fast that the pumps could not keep 
the vessel free; at 6 p. m. had ten feet of 
water in her hold, with both pumps con- 
stantly going. but to no purpose; at 8 p. m. a 
squall of great violence threw the ship on 
her beam ends, when the masts were cut 
away; at the same time everything was swept 
from the deck, including both houses, with 
all the stores and fresh water; all the ofli- 
cers and crew reached the weather mizzen 
rigging except twoseamen and the cook, who 
were never after seen, and must have been 
swept away when the deck-load went over; 
the ship slowly righted after the loss of her 


top hamper, but was a complete waterlogged | 


wreck. The crew remained on the mizzen 
rigging until daybreak, the sea continually 


sweeping over them and « threatening 
to carry them olf every moment;/ 
at daybreak we were enabled 
to beiter our position somewhat, 


but as the ship was constantly breaking up 
it was a day of terror. About 4 p. m. saw a 
brig steering , nearly for us, but she passed 
by without notic us, though her people 
were plaiAly visible to us, the wind still 
blowing a heavy gale and tremendous seas 
breaking over the ship; when nearly dark 
the whole stern frame broke and was swept 
away with the’ after-part, of the main deck,

MORE POLICEMEN WAN TED. 

Tuk TRIBUNE has repeatedly. called atten- 
tion to the crowded condition of the streets 
of the gity, not only in the business or cen- 
tral diStricts of the South Division, but at 
several points in the West and North Divis- 
ions. The confusion and delay and the dan- 
ger to life and property at the bridges and 
crossings are becoming more serious every 
day. The wantof policemen at the various 
crossings is strikingly evident, and the fol- 
lowing report of a conversation with the 
Superintendent of Police is the explanation 
offered:

The ter- 
ritorial area of this city is equal to that of 
New York ore Philadelphia, and its widely 
variant population calls for even a greater 
proportion of police interference to main- 
taih xder. A policeman cannot be on 
duty. beth by day and night. Policemen 
are but human, and must have natural 
rest and sleep, and this necessity reduces 
the namber that can be on duty at one time 
to an altogether inadequate force to take 
care of public interests. ‘The resistance and 
bold defiance offered to the police by the 
rufiian and miurderage class is largely due to 
the knowledge that*the police at night are 
so seattered that an officer trying to perform 
his duty may be successfully murdered be- 
fore another officer tan be summoned to his 
assistance. 

We are fully aware that the city has not 
the revenue nggessary to provide for an ade- 
————ů police force. The limita- 
tions on the power of taxation forbid any in- 
crease of the abpropriations from the ordl- 
nary revenues for more men, and this 
deficiency of resourees for this purpose may 
probably continue for some years to come. 
In the meantime the necessity for an 
addition of the police strength becomes 
Ally more imperitive. The ddngerous 
districts—those which it is not safe 
to traverse at night—are becoming more nu- 
merous every week, and unless there be 
more patrolmen, every man out at night 
will have, for his.own safety, to go sufii-

There are on an average 3,500 licensed sa- 
loons,—the number being possibly greater 
than that. These now pay a license of $52 
each, or a total of $180,000 a year. Mike Me- 
Donald makes about that much in his liquor 
and gambling business; and there are Scores 
of saloons that make $10,000 to $20,000 each 
per year, and hundreds that make over 85,000 
a year. No business pays so large a per cent 
of protit as retailing liquor. 

Had the Council Yast spring classified these 
saloons, so that one class should have the 
privilege of selling all kinds of liquor, and 
should pay say $200 each per year, and the 
other class paying $100 and permitted to seil 
beer and wine exclusively, there would be 
ample increased revenue from which to en- 
ploy several hundred additional patrolmen. 
With licenses fixed at the rates we have 
named the number of whisky saloons would 
be reduced probably to 1,000, and the charac- 
ter of these weuld be greatly improved. 
These 1,000 gene ral liquor saloons would 
yieid a revenue of $200,000. The number of 
beer and wine om AR paying $100 each, 
would be not less than 2,000, and from these 
would be derived a revenue of $200,000, 
making a total revenue from saloons of 
$400,000, N increase of $220,000 over the 
present reYenue from that source. With 
this extra revenue of $220,000 could be paid 
the salaries of 220 extra able-bodied police- 
men. This additional number of patrolmen 
would largely strengthen the- present force 
in the outer districts, now largely deprived of 
all protection, and it wouja enable the Su- 
perintendent to place additional men at the 
bridges and at various street-crossings to the 
great rellef of those using vehicles. 

The increase of the rates of licenses would 
meet with scarcely an objection from the 
general public, but they would greatiy re- 
joice at ft, as it would stamp out those low 
doggeries which are the most dangerous to 
life, peace, and order. and which deal out 
under the name of “spirits” the most vil- 
lainous stuff that ever poisoned the brain 
and blood and wrecked human life. No sa- 
loonkeeper who is worthy’ to keep a saloon 
would object to this needed Increase. No 
man who keeps an orderly, “‘respectable”’’ 
place Would object to paying the increased 
rates when one object to be accomplished by 
it would be to rid the business of the utterly 
disgraceful concerns, The danger of for- 
teiting the high-priced license would prove a 
strong restraint on those engaged in the 
business. The * majority of those who 
would take out the $200 licenses would not 


only approve of the increase, but would pre- 


fer that the rate be fixed at even a higher 
sum. 

But the City Council, and by that term we 
mean the majority ruling that body, had not 
the courage to propose or adopt such a meas- 
ure, ange of them are doggery-keepers 
themselves, and fhey are not of the class who 
desire to elevate the business or break up the 
ves and dens where thieves, and burglars, 
and cut-throa@ find refuge, and where they 
make their plans and combinations and or- 


ganize their villainous work. They did not 


have the courage, or the manliness, or the 
regard for public decency and order to Vote 
for sich a scheme. Net even the prospect 
of receiving $25 or 8 for each additional 
policeman they could get on the force was 
sufficient to induce them to do the wisest 
and best act they could do as members of the 
Council.

WORSE ‘THAN ‘PIRACY. 

There was a time when the black flag was 
the terror of the ocean, and every man and 
woman who put to sea apprehended the peril 
of falling into the clutches of the pirates. 
The cause of danger then was plunder. But 
the comity of nations developed by civiliza- 
tion has proved powerful enough to rid the 
seas of pirates, and a cargo.is consigned to 
the ocean or a sea voyage undertaken with 
as little apprehension‘of disaster as is felt 
on atraveled route on land. The dynamite 
fiends propose to change all this.

ures to attack all ships sailing under the British 


flag as will render it perilous to travel in suche 
ships. We believe what we are told on that 

subject, und, as far as our words Can reach, we 

deem it well to teil all traveling people it is our 

opinion that it is not advisable to patronize 

ships sailing under the English lag. Seachain, 

American and Iris papers please copy. 


This threat is of so fiendish a character 
that it is hard to believe there is actually the 
danger it foreshadows. it exceeds in devil- 
ishness anything which the Russian Nihilists 
have conéeived. Hartmann and his asso- 
ciates sacrificed the lives of a train full of 
people in the bare possibility of reaching one 
man who was not on the train. But, if the 
threat conveyed by the United Jrishman 
have abasisin truth, then, under a mere 
pretense of inaugurating a war of sentiment 
on England, some Irish devils propose to im- 
peril the lives of innocent men, women, and 
children without number, who are peace- 
fully pursuing business or travel on the high 
seas. The greatibulk of the Atlantié passen- 
ger business is done under the British flag. 
The vast majority of the cabin-passengers 
carried are Americans, and the most of the 
steerage-passengers are «Irishmen. It is 
Americans and Irishmen, then, whose lives 
are to be exposed to the insidious danger of 
concealed ¢xplosives as a means to “ lib- 
erate’’ Ireland! Nothing more contradictory 
can be conceived, and the solecism would be 
laughable if the possible consequences were 
not so frightful. 

The waruing of the United Irishman goes 
for nothing. The plans for Atlantic travel 
during the remainder of the season have 
already been made. The available space on 
the transatiantic steamers has all been en- 
gaged and the passage-money paid two or 
three months ahead. Men cannot change 
their plaus upon what appears to be a 
quixotic scare, the extreme cruelty of which 
renders it all the more improbable. But. if a 
single ship perishes, whether sailing under a 
British flag or not, or a single life is taken, 
whether of English, Irish. American, Ger- 
man, or other nativity, as a result of any 
infernal machine consigned from this coun- 
try, then let all the intriguing Irishmen who 
are abusing the hospitality of the United 
States beware! American authorities are 
exceptionally indifferent to mere mouthings, 
grimace, and swagger. ‘The reason is, that 
our own institutions are so strong and public 
sentiment so trustworthy that no danger is 
apprehended from threats or warnings. But 
a single evert act against humanity will re- 
sult with condign punishment as surely 
under American institutions as under any 
other Government in the world. If 
there is an Irishman in this country, or 
any combination of Lrishmen, who have act- 
ually prepared to destroy British vessels 
titled with Americans by explesive bombs, 
or who have any such ighuman scheme in 
‘ontemplation, they will do weill to make 
their peace with the Devil. tof t they may rest 
assured that they have taken the shortest 
road to Hades.

It is 1 not — known, but 
none the less true, that, when the City of 
Chicago was originally located, there was 
considerable hesitation whether the site 
should be fixed at the mouth of the bayou or 
creek now known as the Chicago River,” 
or at a similar creek called Calumet,“ con- 
taining somewhat more water, a dozen miles 


south, and near the site of the projected town 


of East Chicago.” Severai of the early set- 
tlers were in favor of the Calumet location, but 
the influence of the army-ofticers at Fort Dear- 
born was sufficient to induce the new colony 
to locate on the Chicago bayou. This his- 
torical statement will serve to show that the 
scheme for building up a new town and man- 
ufacturing district around the Calumet Lake 
is by no means visionary. There is no doubt 
that had Chicago been laid out in the neigh? 
borhood of Lake Calumet the same 
energy. would have built up there as 
laßge and enterprising a city as we have 
now, with an inland harbor which would 
have been a vast additional advantage. A 
town laid out in this loeallty at the present 
time will necessarily be a suburb and ad- 
junct to Chiéago,—an outlying part of Chi- 
cago, in fact,—but this circumstance is really 
a guarantee of its successtul future. In 
conjunction with “ Pullman” and “South 
Chicago” enterprises, it may pow be con- 
fidently predicted thatin a very few years 
there will be an added population to this city 
(for that is what it all means) of from 100, 
000 to 150,000 people in the Towns of Lake, 
Calumet, and the southern portion of Hyde 
75 T The East Chicago scheme, which 1 
the “Sheffield’’ project started just before 
the panic, and the Calumet Canal & Dock 
Company’# project, now seems to be ona 
solid Ana basis. There is an apparent 


} assurance of abundant capital to carry out 


the enterprises which have been outlined, 
and this assurance is materially increased by 
the excellent prospect of a rapid return in 
profits. The very announcement of the 
scope gnd purpose of the new enterprise has 
been enough to start a boom in the Calumet 
lands, and the new company can probably 
see a profitin their investment before they 
have actually begun their improvements. 
The Belt-Line Railroad is an important 
part of the scheme. Starting from East 
Chicago and making a complete tour of this 
city, in which it will cross fourteen 
different railroads, it would be able almost 
without any harbor advantages to build up 
a large manufacturing city at its terminus. 
With harbor advantages, and these can be 
and undoubtedly will be provided without 
any extraordinary expenditure, the great 
four-track Belt-Line Railroad will make 
East Chicago as available and desirable for 
all manufacturing interests as is a frontage 
on either branch of the Chicago River oaly 
three or four miles from the Court-House. 
It is contemplated; and apparently with 
good reason, that the Belt-Line Railroad will 
doa profitable business in the transfer of 
cars, without reference to the East Chicago 
terminus, and to this end it is intended to 
lay four steel tracks at once. This feature 
of the enterprise only increases the chances 


for success at East Chieago, because the | 


Belt-Line Railroad, if profitable or self- 
sustaining, will be a fixed institution, 
gradually building up its terminus, and 
not supported at a loss merely as 
to a speculative enterprise. 
The fact that the Western Indiana Railroad 
designs building an independent belt-line 
railroad promises to increase the facilities of 
transfer in such a way as to make Chicago 
peculiarly desirable for manufacturing in- 
terests, to build up outlying property to the 
west of Iyde Park and Calumet, and to be 
of general benefit, which East Chicago, South 
Chicago, Pullman, and the other manutfact- 
uring settlements will share. 

These new enterprises springing up in 
Chicago guarantee this city a futvre grander 
and more prosperous than the most en- 
thusiastic resident has anticipated, and far 
beyond the wonderful promise made by the 
last census. ‘The progress of the city during 
the past thirty years has been the marvel of 
the world, but the progress of the next thirty 
years will outstrip it. Young men just en- 
tering upon business life will look back at 
the conditions of to-day very much as some of 
the older residents now recall the pushing 
town of 1855. The conviction. is rapidly 
taking possession of the most conservative 
minds that Chicago is destined to be the 


great metropolis of the American Continent.

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SUPERINTENDENT McGARIGLE, in the 
course of a conversation regarding the police 


force of Chicago and its work, very readily ad- 


mitted that the number of officers detailed for 
duty at street-crossings was eutirely too small, 
—a fact wit® which every one who has occasion 
to travel the streets of this city is disgustingly 
familiar. The Superintendent is also of opinion 
that the preseut force under bis command is en- 
tirely too small to properly guerd a city con- 
taining baif a million people and extending 
over so largeaterritory as does Chicago. In 
this he is not wrong, the necessity for 
an increase in the number of patrolinen 
having long been apparent. But one state- 
ment made by the Superintendent needs 
explanation. Referring to the trouble expe- 
rienced by the public with reckless teamsters, 
he said: “If a driver does anything for whigh he 
should be arrested, the men don’t hike to lose the 
time necessary to take him to the stauon, be- 
cause during their absence there would be no 
one to look after teams and prevent accidents.” 
‘To say the least, this remark reveais the exist- 
ence of a very extraordinary state of affairs, 
and goes far to explain the ruanly conduct of 
the average Chicago teajnster. They are aware, 
it seems, that the police cannot lose the time 
necessury to make an arrest, and consequently 
do pretty much as they please. When our Blue- 
Grass Mayor returna from listening to what the

“SHADOWS” AT HOOLEY'’S. 

The play of Shadows,“ which is advertised 
us trom the pen of Sir Charles L. Young, Bart. 
was produced at Hooley’s Theatre last night by 
the Henrietta Vaders company. Shadows” 
is new to this city, but it was seen 
twice in San Francisco, where Mr. Cnaries 
Coghlan had the bravery to exhibit it, 
and is said to have been done in England once 
or twice under the fond patronage of the an- 
thor. It hasbeen improved for the present 


occasion by the efforts of an unknown local 
writer. 


There can happily be no mistake about the 
quality of * Shadows,” It is one of the worst plays 
ever seen upon our local boards, lacking co- 
herence, action, reasonableness, and the rudi- 
ments of dramatic art, is a prolog, in 
which an awful curse is declared upon the 
son of Lredajo's house who shall marry one of 
“Spain's vengeful daughters.” This occurs in 
1600. The curse keeps 221 years, until the pres- 
ent * Then the pidy begins. The son of lre- 
dale’s house“ docs marry one of “Spain's venge-* 
ful daughters,” and has a nasty time with her.

Neither Miss Vaders nor any member of her 
company can hope to gain credit from the play 
of Shadows.“ The acting was quite in keéep- 
ing with the merits of the play. There is too 
much reason, indeed, to fear that Miss Vaders 
has mistaken her vocation in attempting to be a 
leading tragie actress. She*hus not a spark of 
magnetism. There is little variety in 
her intlections or of expres- 
sion, and no agreeable alternations of light 
and shude in ber conceptions of character. She 
is always tragic, slow, methodical. and stagy.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Its Existence in New York and Vir- 
zinia—None in the West, 

Dr. E. F. Thayer, of West Newton, Mass., and 
Prof. James Law, ot Cornell College, ithaca, N. 
V., who are asscciated with Mr. Sauniers, of 
this city, as members of the Treasury Cattle 
Commission, arrived fh this city yesterday, and 
are registered at the Fherman House. A 
“TRIBUNE reporter calied on the gentieman last 
evening and obtained some idea as to the object 
of their journey West. In reply to some ques- 
tions as to the acope of the labors of the Com- 
mission and the results accomplished, Prof. 
Law said: “The Treasury has instructed 
us to ascertain as far as possible 
the prevalence of pleuro-pneumonia or 
lung disease among the cattle exported, espe- 
cially along the Cauadian line. We are unable 
to prevent the spread of the disease, but we can 
advise and recommend, and our reports may be 
the basis for future legislation. We had a meet-

In Brooklyg the disease came from 
a ship's cow which had been bought by a dairy- 
man. The disease is contagious, and manifests 
itself chietly at the great feeding places.

The Chicago wheat market during the past 
three or four months has been, and is now, in a 
very abnormal condition. The extraordinary 
speculative movement which has characterized 
the trading in No. 2 spring—the fancy article 
of the pit—has tended ull along to prohibit ex- 
portation and keep that grainhere. The daily 
current price for car-load lots bas been almost

THE NEW BUILDING. 
THE MAJORITY REPORT ON THE NEW BUILD- 
ING 

was submitted to the Board of Trade yesterday. 
President Rogers wakes a prciimiuary state- 
ment, to the effect that the property for the new 
building bas been purchased and conveyed to 
the Board, and says: 

A change in the form of the property was 
found to be desirable in order that Sherman 
street and Pacific avenue, upon which the prop- 
erty abutted, should Le widened; this bus been 
done, making both streets of sufficient capacity 
for the business likely to be centred there, the 
roadwuys being now 66 feet on Sherman street 
and 67 U- lz fect on Pacific avenuc, witb spacious 
sidewalks on both. These changes necessarily 
reduced the width of the property designed 
for the Exebange building from 200 feet to 
173 9-12 feet. lo compensate for this reduction in 
width, an addition to its depth (north and south) 
was iusixted on and was granted by tbe seller,

Thoy, however, 
beg to state that they do not concur in the in- 
sinuation which this claim seems to imply,— 
namely: that a building committee, few in num- 
bers, such as the Board would be likely to select 
for this important trust. cannot be found 
and intelligeut membership 
who would honestiy, vigvrously, and ecffi- 
ciently discharge the duties thus imposed 
upon them. We furtner claim that the true in- 
terests of the Board of Trade would be much 
more likely to be cared for and subserved by a 
committee directly representing the member- 
ship than by one whose impulses would neces- 
sarily be to study the interests of the more or 
less be yarns enterprise which would be in- 
volved in the stock corporation plan. It seems 
to us that au opportunity would be given in this 
trust for the erection of a monument to the 
memory of those into whose bands it may be 
given more enduring than the simple acquisi- 
tion of a few paitry dollars in the uninterrupted 
pursuit of purely personal matters. It is also 
said that funds cau be the more readily pro- 
cured for the construction of the building by 
the issue of stock than by the issue of bonds, 
and that the idea of a debt due to bondholders 
is repugnant to the sense of sound financial 
rinciples. We know of no reason why stock 
searing no fixed dividends shouid be more read- 
ily subscribed for than bonds bear a stipu- 
lated rate of interest. except hat stock 
scheme snould present to the investor 
ap t of essentially larger divide in the 
way of interest that the bonds would if 
any such prospect is appareat in the n, 
and we believe it is, we are decidedly of — 
that such benetit yy inure to the Board of 
Trade, in the interest of its whole membersbip, 
rather than to the holders of the stock, who 
may, and in all probability would in the near 
future, if not from the tirat. be non-residents, 
— 1 a rich harvest from the conditions cre- 
at for them by members of the Board. We 
are clearly of opinion that as a security the 
prudent investor will be much more likely to 
prefer a bond based upon the absolute security 
of the ground and building rather than a stock 
in the building simply, and that buiiding erected 
ou leased ground. 
IN RESPECT TO THE DEBT FEATURE, 
we are entirely unable to discern the difference 
to the members of the Board whether the 
money invested in their building is represented 
by the one class of per or the other. 
We cannot overlook the commendable and oft- 
expressed desire of many members of the 
Board that, if possible, the Board should own 
its own quarters, and be able to fully control 


them, reaping any advantages that always have. 


and ever will result to the property it occupies. 
On the stock plan these advantages are all real- 
ized by the stockbuider. On the pian of build- 
ing in the Board's own name, with bonds issued 
for a portion of the cost, all these advantages 
inure to the Board itself, who would control the 


property as it saw fit, so long as it met its obli- = 
wations to its creditors, and its ability to do this 


promptly and without its being a burden on the 
membership. we think admits of no doubt. 

“We would not suggest or deem it desirable 
that the geueral affairs of ‘the Board of Trade 
and the management of its real estate should all 
be tonfided to the Board of Directors, whose 
available time is now sufticiently absorbed by the 
duties incident to their office as now established; 
but rather that a smail body of not 
more than five or seven be elected by the mem- 
bers of.the Board ut large for the special duty, 
tirst of constructing a building. and thereafter 
of managing so much of the property as the 
Board does not need for its own purposes. Our 
friends of the New York Produce Exchange, 
after years of reflection on t subject, have, 
us we think wisely, adopted the pian of erecting 
a building for themseives, investingin the en- 
terprise what funds of their own could be con- 
veniently spared for the purpose, and for the 
balance of money needed to conrplete it issuing 
bonds to the extent of $1,000,000 sed ou their 
property deeded in trust as security for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of those 
bonds. We deem it eminently desirable that 
the Board of Trade should, if pussibje, adopt a 
similar course. : 

The Board of Directors are advised by cmi- 
nent legal counsel that the Board of Trade can 
proceed to build in its own name, without in- 
curring auy risk in consequence of that clause 
in its charter which limits the value of the prop- 
erty itmay hold to $200, by expending, say, 
$50,000 to $100,000 of its own oney in the con- 
struction of a building ou its reaity, which has 
cost $40,000, and issui its bonds for an addi- 
tional amount to complete it; these bonds to be 
secured by a deed of the property to a trustec, 
who would hold the title as security for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the bonds; 
the title meanwhile beiug thus vested in the 
trustee, the Board of Trade would bold only the 
equity of redemption, which could uot, with 
sucha building on the realty, ever be held to 
exceed in value the cbarter limit of 
the Board of ‘Trade. ‘This, it has been 
said, is a disposition of the arty, a 
decding of it away, that ought not to de. 
In any event there cannot arise serious com- 
plications as to its holding an excess of prop- 
erty arising from these revenues, because such 
excess dau be distributed to the members pro 
rata in any form that shall be deemed advis- 
able, oitber in money or in the abatement of 
the annual assessments as now imposed. 

We have the utmost confidence that all 
needed funds can be readily secured by thé sale 
of bonds as suggested, and we have no doubt 
they would be largely absorbed by our own 
mecubers. The security of these bonds would 
unquestionably be of a.high order, for, besjdes 
the value of the realestate and building there- 
on, and its rent-roll/ there would be pledged 
the good faith of the members of the Board of 
Trade, whose seif-iuterest would prompt 
a rigid adherence to the protection of its obli- 
gations in respect to the bonds. The seut 
value 6f the memberships of the Board, as in- 
dicated by their current salable price, is over 
$2,500,000. These would practically be valueless 
inthe eventof the dissolution of the corpora- 
tion, which would result ou its neglect or fail- 
ure to meet its tinancial obiigations promptiy. 

“The majority of your Board of Directors 
submit these views to your careful consideration 
previous to. your decision of this important 
question with a consciousness that they nave 
arrived at their convictions as expressed with 
the single purpose of desiring to promote the 
hichest interests of the Board of Trade,

A PASSENGER WAR. 

A big passenger war seems to be imminent.

But at all other Western 
points the roads are at loggerheads, and 
rates are being cut badly. This, of course, 
will compel the Chicago lines to reduce their 
rates also, as they cannot afford to have the 
business diverted to other points.

This gave them the fuce to demand and receive 
the old fare, and they het firm to that rate, 
though it was more than intimated by some of 
the rival lines that the Vandulia would not let 
a passenger go away if he would not pay full 
rates.

formation the practice. prevailed of calling 
20,000 to 24,000 pounds a car-load, and if 
cars contained more than that the 
overweight went free. This caused 
Shippers to pile as much in the 
ears as they could, whieh resulted not only 
in overioading cars, and thereby causing tre- 
quent accidents, but also proved a great loss 
to the railroads, because they got no pay for 
the overweight. It also aiforded railroads 
an opportunity to cut rates without being 
detected, by simply permitiing shippers to 
load from 5,000 pounds to 10,000 pounds more 
in a car than was actually charged for. Since 
the formation of the Association shippers 
have been charged actual weight. If ship- 
pers loaded more in a car than the rates 
called for the overweight was charged atthe 
regular rates, which not only. resulted in a 
great saving to the railroad companies, but 


‘also placed all the lines in the Association 


on an equal footing as far as weisuts were 
concerned, and no cutting could be done un- 
less rebates on regular rates were given to 
shippers. 7 

As far as can be learned most of the roads 
are strongly in favor of continuing the or- 
gunization. Yet, owing to the complications 
that have lately arisen between the railroads, 
and the strong competition that is now car- 
ried on between them, it is likely that one or 
the other of the lines desires to have the or- 
ganization discontinued in order to be able 
to give special inducements to shippers. It 
is probabie that owing to such weakness on 
the part of some of the reads that this meet- 
ing has been ealled. The indications are, 
however, that the Association will be con- 
tinued, as its discontinuance at ee 
would inflict much loss upon all the roads.

7 THE ERIE STRIKE. 
Special Dispatch to The Cricago Tribune. 

OLEAN, N. Y., Aug. 29.—The New York, 
Lake Erie & Western Railroad Company has 
not shown the least indication of granting 
the demands of the strikers on the Buffalo 
Division, but is acting very muchasif the 
dissatistied men could be dispensed with as 
easily as not. A large force of switehmen 
whoure experienced hands are expected to 
fill the vacant places here this week. The 
men come principally from Port Jervis, the 
terminus of the Eastern Division. The 
effect of the freight blockade is very evident 
in the increased freightage of all promineut 
competing lines—the New York Central, the 
lake Shore, the Pennsylvania, and the 
Lehigh Valley Railroads. The shipments by 
Canal from Buffalo for the past few days 
have also shown a Very marked increase. A 
large number of swiichmen are becomin 
tired of loafing afound doing nothing, anc 
express a desire to feturn to their engines. 
It is said, on authofity of one of the switch- 
men, that nearly all the men who struck are 
willing to go back to their work. These are 
deterred from resuming their employment 
by the leaders of the strike. who are able to 
exert sufficient influence over the others to 
keep them from accepting the Com- 
pany’s proposition, and do not dare to 
resume work. It is said that one. of 
the switchmen, who had been in the employ 
ot the company for a long time, returned to 
he had got 
ready for business he told those who inti- 
mated that he had better not work for the 
Erie Railroad Company that he had a family 
to support, and proposed to do it honestly; 
that he hada eo in his pocket, and if any 
man interfe with him in the performance 


of his duty he would find the pastime an un- 


healthy one. The probabilities are that 
most of the old men will be allowed to re- 


sume work soon. 


THE IOWA POOL. 

The Traffic Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the Burlington, Rock Island, 
Northwestern, and Wabash Railways heid a 
meeting yesterday at the Burlington office for 
the purpose of devising ways and means by 
which the Wabash can be admitted into the 
lowa pool.

The letter was finally gotten 
into good shape, and agreed upon, 
and the Commissioner was _§ instructed 
to mail it. It is a long document rehearsing 
the whole issue from its incipiency, aud 
shows that the demands of the Western 
lines were just and that the Eastern lines had 
no cause for complaints or protests, 

Nothing further was received from the 
Baltimore & Ohio. The meeting then a- 
journed umi to-morrow morning, hoping 
that hy that time decisive answers will be re- 
ceived from the New York Central and Balti- 
more & Ohio, the two lines still holding out. If

WONDERS OF THE WEST. 


As Seen on the Route of the Northern 
Pacific — The Richness of Montana 
in Minerals and Agriculture — The 
Splendors of the Yellowstone Nation- 
al Park—The Mullan Pass Through 
the Rockies.

Sr. Pat, Mind, Aug. 29.—Tiie members 


of the party who accompanied Vice-Presi- 
dent Oakes of the Northern Pacific Road to 
St. Paul are enthusiastic in their deserip- 
tions of the couutry traversed by it. In a 
conversation with Gen. Hammond by a 
TRIBUNE correspondent some interesting 
facts were learned. 

The country west of Montana is highly pic- 
turesque and filled. with riches in minerals. 
There are numerous valleys, large areas of 
bench lands traversed by the Northern Pacific, 
from one end to the other, the entire length. 
The productions in agriculture are 0 very 
much more prolific than those of the Eastern 
States that the figures relating to them are 
hardly credible. For instance, crop premi- 
ums in previous years have been awarded on 
wheat 102 bushels to the acre, oats 113 
bushels, barley 101 bushels, and potatoes 61 
bushels. It is true these are exce; 1 fig- 
ures, but they are verified by official attesta- 
tions. It is safe, however, to count on thirty 
to thirty-five bushels of wheat to the acre, 
and seventy-five to ninety bushels of pota- 
toes. The grass is unequaled in any of the 
‘Territories. Cultivation is mainly by irriga- 
tion. The mountalus, instead of being ston 
and rough peaks, are smooth, reunded off, 
and covered with grass clear over the sum- 
mit, even among the trees. The bunch and 
buffalo grasses are more luxuriant than in 
the Southern ‘Territory. 

The’ party was particularly surprised at 
the large number of mines t Montana, 
around Helena Butte, Virginia City, which 
are mining centres of great importance. An- 
other surprise was experienced in the almost 
entire absence of bad lands oralkali. The 
lir>t meeting of coal veins was at a point fifty 
miles west of Miles City.

PERILS OF PHOSPHORUS. 

A BLAZE IN A BANK PKESIDENTS DESK. 

There was a great commotion in the North- 
westero National Ban , corner of Washington 
aud Clark streets. 0 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Just after the money and books had 
been taken out of the vault, swoke was seon 
coming trom the room of President Sturges. 
The volume increased in density, and Mr. James 
Sturwes and several of the clerks ran in to sce 
what was the matter. They could find no fire, 
but. could smell puosphorus. At first they 
thought there must be a fire in the base- 

that the smoke was com 

nor. Then they conciude: 

were inside the Pres 

agent's desk. Accordingly, several 

‘of water were thrown on tho desk, but tbe 

Smoke did not decrense. On the contrary it 

filled the whote bank and so alarmed the olticials 

thAt the fire signal was given. The insurance 

patrol responded, and Bulliwinkle’s men, with 

their extinguisbers, walked right into the smoke, 

which was too strong for the lungs ot the bank 
peopie, Who bad decamped. 

The patrol soon discovered what was the mot- 
ter. One of the men opened a drawer in the 
President's desk and there found a tin can 
which was partiy full of phosphorus. He 
picked it up, and threw it out of a window 
facing Wasbington street. The can struck the 
sidewalk and the contents were scattered, 

AND THEN THE FUN COMMENCED, 

A woman walking aloug wou' ‘tread on a piece 
of the phusphorus, which would, of course, 
blaze up. She would feel the heat aud jump, 
grab hold of her skirts and run. A man outa 
unconsciously step on a piece, and, wheu the 
snap and flame followed, would hop to one side, 
apparently trightened. The patrol did their 
best to get the stuff off the sidewalk, and thus 
stop the laughter which greeted the men and 
women who tramped through it, much to their 
mortification, but succeeded to a limited extent 
ouly. The damage done in the bank was 101 
fling, but Chapin, the porter, whiie wiping off the 
desk, had one of his tingerg burnea by rub- 
bing against a stray piece of the phosphorus. 
No one kuew the stuff was in the drawer. The 
can was left with the President, who had 
forgotten ali about it, 7 the man who selis 
“ozone gencrators,” those thimble-shaped 
machines being charged with the stuff. The 
water in the can seems to have been-turned into 
acid by the phosphorus, for there was quite a 
hole in the tin which looked as if it had been 
eaten by au acid. The water escaped through 
this hoic, and, of course, the phosphorus ignited. 
The tre happeved ata fortunate hour. Had it 
started during the night the loss might have 
been considoruable. President Sturges has two 
‘ozone generators which he will give away. 
And other- owners of generators will probabiy 
be vareful to Keep their dare phosphorus iu 
other and safer plates. 

Superinteadent Bullwinkle last evening ro- 
ceived information that a quantity of phos- 
phorus was stored -70 the basement of the large 
storcot A. H. Andrews, and be at once started 
out to investigate. *

The insufficiency of the water-supply at the 
Stock-Y ards, u question raised by THe TRIBUNE 
many weeks ago, has been pressed upon the at- 
tention of property-owners in that section 
within the past few days, and now forms the 
leading issuc with the pork-packing interest.

Indians, a number of other tribes who were 


visiting—probably one hundred and forty in 
ail—had indulged in the Dream Dance, 
in opposition to the instructions from 
Indian Agent Stephens. ‘The latter, being 
under orders from Secretary Kirk wood, took 
seventy-live Indian police and started to put 
An end to the dance, Several of the par- 
ticipants were arrested, which so enraged 
some of the squaws that they made an attack 
upon Stephens and his men, and compelled 
them to retire. Steph then decided to go 
to Shawano, the neuro. station and tele- 
graphthe authorities at Washington that he 
could not break up the dance. He tovk nis 
fainily with him as a precautionary measure, 
This movement alarmed the balance of the 
white settlers of Keshena, and they im- 
niediately left for Shawano. ‘The appear- 
ance of the whites at Shawauo caused coi 
sternation at chm point. A general 
exodus tu Clintonville, 1 point 
further south, was the result. Before 
Stephegs returned, however, the Indians 
sent ua courier io Shawano to say that they 
were sorry, and to ask him to return, which 
he did. Mr. Martin thinks that Stephens 
was somewhat frightened by the action of 
the squaws, but says that if he had stood his 
ground there would have been uo trouble.

alcohol and why total abstinence should be 
tuugbt to the children while young and forming 
their principles. The text-books on tho subject 
were said tu be imperfect,/because scientists 
had not yet devoted sufficient atten.tion to fer- 
rot ing out all the baneful effects of alcohol. 

Mrs. Heury’s Gospel Temperance Institute 
came next, the lady instructing ner audience 
rewarding the reiation af teetotalism to reli- 
gious work. This closed the afternoon session. 

At the evening session Mrs. President Hibben 
read her annual address,and there were also; 
brief talks made by some of the Vice- Presidents. 
Mrs. Hibben, of. course, congratulated the Con- 
vention on tho great good that was being done 
by the W. C. T. U., and also devoted considera- 
ble space to reviewing the struggic last winter 
at Springfield when the Hines bill was under 
discussion. The lady thinks that politicians are 
fearcéul of thé coming strength of the coercion- 
ists. 

The Convention, it has been decided, will not 
continue until Saturday, as laid down in the 
program, but wind up ‘Thursday night.

It is clearly the duty of Secretary Windom to 
take measures for the prevention of any further 
disturbance to the monetary situation from 
Treasury operations in view of the fact that th 
fall tr which now bids fairto be unusually 
active prosperous, may be seriously im- 
peded and injured ws an qͥnsettled money mar- 
ket. There is still another important element 
to be kept in view by the retary in conpnec- 
tion with the unnevessary locking up of money 
in the Treasury vaults—namely: the action of 
the Bank of England Directors takeu during the 
week for the purpose checki the move- 
ment of gold from Londan to New York. What 
resuits the Directors expect to accomplish by 
raising the rates of discount in London, and in 
this way disturbing Continental money 
centres, is not clear, but it is quite plain that 
sjranuous efforts will de made to stop the drain 
of gold from Europe, and the United Btates may 
be deprived for the time being of the use ot a 
large amount of foreign capital. Secretary 
Windom must, therefore, be prepared, having 
the means at hand. to relieve we money mar- 
ket should such a change occur as to endanger 
the business of the country this fall.

Wheat was depressed by 
more heavy selling, supposed to be 
in behalf of the Cincinnati’ crowd, 


and rallied as the offerings were taken by par- 


ties in other cities, where the markets have not 
decliged so much as ours. There is still a great 
deal of uncertainty in regard to the condition of 
the wheat in elevator, and rumors that its in- 
tegrity would be preserved by the sbipment of 
250,000 bu. Corn was relatively strong, the coun- 
try believing in it, and the ejty not being long 
enough to depress by the ght of offerings. 
Oats were lower till near close, and then 
rallied sharply. Rye was fewer, and barley 
firmer. Hpg products were offered freely. ana 
drooped badly abeut 10 o' clock, but recovered 
to about the latest quotations of Monday, 
with a very good shipping demand for meats.

Dry-goods jobbers report a steadily increasing 
demand, though the continued warm weather 
tends to delay the movement in fall and winter 
gvods. Prices remain firm. There was a fair in- 
quiry for boots and shoes, hats, caps, clothing,and 
millinery goods. Groceries met with a fair de- 
mand and ruled firm. No price-changes were 
developed in the market for domestic and for- 
eign dried fruits, Rairy products were un- 
changed. Unchanged markets for leather, coal, 
and pig-iron were also noted. An advance ia 
turpentine of 2c was the only change in oils. 

There was little change to note in the hay 
markct, which remained active for good grades 
of both new and old. Broom-corn is fairly act- 
ive and unchanged. Green fruits, appies, and 
peaches were in abundant supply ani lower, 
good apples being obtainable at $1.50 r bri. 
Hides and tallow are in fair deman steady 
prices. The trade in grease is light, prices nold- 
ing about the same as for a month past. Pota- 
toes are lower, good grades selling at $2.00 per 
bri. There is no change to note in wool. In 
seeds, timothy was steady at about Monday's 
prices, clover steady and firm, and flaxseed 
strong at $1.32@1.33. 

Lake freights were firm, with gie the 
nominal rate for corn to Buffalo, 44¢ being paid 
on flaxseed to the same port, and zue on corn 
toSarnia. The engagements announced aggre- 
gated 102,000 bu corn and 01,000 bu flaxseed. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat reported ycs- 
terday at Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Toledo, 
and Detroit were 309,000 bu.
